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ITEM: The FCC announced that 
effective January 1, 1998, the 
maximum allowable reimbursement 
fee for an amateur operator license 
examination will be $6.39. This 
amount is based upon a 2.2% 
increase in the Department of Labor 
Consumer Price Index between 
September, 1996, and September, 
1997.

ITEM: When transmitting in 
conjunction with an event of special 


significance, an amateur station 
("special event station") may 
transmit the identification 


announcement using a special event 
call sign in accord with the 
procedures detailed below. 
Substituting a special event call sign 
for its assigned call sign may help a 
special event station call attention 
"on-air" to its participation in the 
special event and to the unique 
opportunity for the amateur service 
community to exchange greetings 
with the station. Use of these 
provisions, however, must not detract 
from the station making the source of 
its transmissions known to those 
receiving them. The special event 
station must also transmit its 
assigned call sign at least once per 
hour during such operation.

ITEM: Permissible countries: 
Section 97.111 of the Commission's 
Rules, 47 C.F.R. 97.111, authorizes. 
an amateur station licensed by the 
FCC to exchange messages with 
amateur stations located in other 
countries, except with those in any 
country whose administration has 
given notice that it objects to such 
radiocommunications. Currently, 
there are no banned countries.

PROTOCOL — 


AX.25 Version 2.2 is up on the Web!

BUSTED PIRATE BROADCASTER 
IS HAM 


A well-known ham who thumbed his 
nose at the FCC was among those caught 
up in a Tampa, Florida, sweep by federal 
agents to shut down unlicensed 
broadcasting operations there. L. 
Douglas "Doug" Brewer, KC4HAZ, a 
General licensee of Temple Terrace, 
Florida, was detained when armed agents 
moved in to close down the pirates and 
confiscate equipment. Brewer is the 
trustee of several Amateur Radio 
repeaters in Tampa. 


Brewer, 43, operated "The Party Pirate" 
from his home on 102.1 Mhz. He told 


reporters that he was awakened 
November 19 at 6:30 AM by armed US 
marshals who handcuffed him. 


According to news reports, federal agents 


seized equipment from his home studio ~ 


and from a remote broadcasting van that 
carried a "102.1 FM Pirate Radio" logo. 
They also dismantled a 150-foot tower. 
US marshals trucked away the equipment 
in a rental vehicle as Brewer looked on. 


Known on the air as "Craven 
Moorehead," Brewer is said to have 
taunted FCC officials on and off the air

and has refused to pay a $1000 FCC fine. 
Brewer has hinted that he plans to return 
to the airwaves. The Party Pirate was the 
subject of an article earlier this year in 
The Wall Street Journal. Brewer's Web 
site includes pictures of FCC agents 
taking field strength readings outside his 
house. 


WRC-97 WRAPS UP IN GENEVA 


The 1997 World Radiocommunication 
Conference concluded its talks in the 
early morning hours of November 21 in 
Geneva, Switzerland. Amateur Radio 
survived WRC-97 largely unscathed, but 
the stage has been set for renewed 
spectrum battles at WRC-99. 


Two significant ham radio-related issues 
failed to make the cut for consideration at 
WRC-99. For budgetary reasons, the 
WRC-97 delegates .had to limit the 
WRC-99 agenda only to the most urgent 
issues. Pushed back to the tentative 
agenda for WRC-2001 were the possible 
realignment of the 40 meter band to 
resolve a conflict between hams and 
broadcasters in part of the band (along 
with possible expansion of broadcasting 
bands between 4 and 10 Mhz), and 
Article S25 of the international radio 
regulations. Article S25 contains the 
international regulations specific to the 
Amateur and Amateur-Satellite Services, 
including the Morse code requirement 
for operation below 30 Mhz. 


FCC ISSUES RF SAFETY 
SUPPLEMENT B TO OET 
BULLETIN 65 
Hams now have basic guidelines and 
tools to evaluate their stations for 
compliance with the FCC's RF exposure 
guidelines that start phasing in January 1, 
1998. The FCC's Office of Engineering 
and Technology issued the long- 
anticipated Amateur Radio supplement B 
to its OET Bulletin 65 on November 18. 
Supplement B, entitled Additional

Information for Amateur Radio Stations, 
contains detailed information specific to 
ham radio stations. It is designed to be 
used in conjunction with the FCC's OET 
Bulletin 65 (Version 97-01), Evaluating 
Compliance with FCC Guidelines for 
Human Exposure to Radiofrequency 
Electromagnetic Fields. The revised 
Bulletin 65 was issued earlier this year. 
Supplement B covers definitions of RF 
radiation and discusses the FCC exposure 
guidelines and their applications, 
methods of predicting human exposure, 
estimating compliance distances, and 
controlling exposure to RF fields. The 
supplement runs approximately 70 
pages. Among its noteworthy highlights 
are numerous easy-to-use tables based on 
various frequencies, power levels and 
antenna configurations to help hams 
determine whether their stations comply 
with the FCC's published RF exposure 
guidelines. Most tables show compliance 
distance--the distance that an antenna 
needs to be located from areas of 
exposure to be in compliance. 


The new RF exposure rules go into effect 
January 1, 1998 for all new stations and 
for those filing a Form 610 with the FCC 
after that date. Existing stations have 
until September 1, 2000 to comply with 
the new rules. But, existing stations 
making changes that could affect RF 
exposure from their station--such as 
increasing power or relocating antennas-- 
must evaluate that change if done after 
January 1, 1998.

Once again, Carole Perry, 
WB2MGBP, the organizer of the 
Youth in Amateur Radio Forum at 
the annual Dayton Hamvention, 
has invited BARC Junior to 
participate.

BARC Junior is one of the most 
visible ways that BARC serves the 
Boulder areas BARC Junior, 
sponsored by BARC for the past 
several years and headed by Ellie 
Van Winkle, brings Amateur 
Radio and youth together. To 
date, over 110 new hams have 
been minted through BARC 
Junior. BARC Junior was 
featured in the September, 1997, 
issue of QST.

very seriously. "We have so many 


qualified youth who want to go," 
says Ellie. "We use all our Elmers 
in the selection process. It can be 
very gut wrenching." 


The selection process is long and 
time consuming. It's already 
started for the 1998 Hamvention. 
Ten kids have thrown their hats 
into the ring, knowing they've 
signed up for quite a bit of work. 


The next step is a parent meeting, 
scheduled for December 6th. This 
meeting helps the parents 
understand in detail what their 
kids want to do, and lays out the 
criteria used for selection. The 
meeting also lays cut what will be 
expected of the selected kids. 


The kids who want to continue 
then write an essay, answering 
questions such as why they want 
to go to Dayton, what they'll talk 
about, and how they'll make this 
appealing to the Dayton audience.

At this meeting, each of the 


candidates delivers a talk to the 
Elmers and answers questions. 
The talk is similar to the essay 
written earlier. The sessions are 
videotaped for later review. After 
all the BARC Juniors have given 
their talks, the Elmers then 
deliberate, far into the night, to 
pick the ones who will represent 
BARC Junior at Dayton. 


The criteria used for this decision 
are simple. First is pizzazz--how 


much excitement can _ the 
candidate generate. The second is 
whether the candidate has 


something to say--something of 
interest to the larger amateur radio 
community. The third is the 
potential to be honed into an 
excellent public speaker. "This 
isn't a popularity contest, nor is it 
a reward for service to BARC 
Junior," says Ellie. "The purpose 
is to select the person best able to 
help sell the idea of youth training 
to the amateur community in 
general. We've used a process like 
this in the past and it's worked 
very well." 


Once the representatives are 
selected, the work really begins.

ARRL 
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Glenn Roberts, KU7Z, says that, for 
years, hams in Boulder City, Nevada, 
have been limited to an antenna height of 
35 feet. Last spring, with guidance from 
the ARRL, hams there submitted what 
Roberts called "a very detailed and well 
documented petition" asking for a 
revision in the antenna code to allow a 
maximum tower height of 70 feet. 


"We had been working closely with city 
officials ever since, to get this code 
revised," he says. On November 25, the 
City Council voted unanimously to 
approve a new code allowing antennas 
up to 70 feet tall.
